Nebraska Sociologist Declares 
“College of Domestic Rela- 
tion” Should Be Founded. 


RAPS CHURCH CEREMONY. 


“A college of domestic relations —a step 
in advance of Chicago’s court of domestic 
relationa—is strongly urged by George E. 
Howard, professor of sociology at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. 

“ The sociologist, the economist, the house- 
bold scientist, and other specialists should 
join forces in such an institution to give sound 
training in the problems of sex, pareDiage, 
and the household.“ 

„No more harmful blunder was ever com- 
mitted by theolegical subtlety than the eetting 
aside of marriage as par excellence, the 
divine institution.” 


Would Have Marriage Officers. 

Trained officers to perform the marriages 
in districts and revision of the matrimonial 
laws of the country were suggested by Prof. 
Howard in an article published in The Amer- 
ican Journal of Sociology, just issued by the 
University of Chicago press. 

Improvement of the present marriage cus- 
toms in the United States Prof. Howard pro- 
poses as follows: 

' EXndowment of motherhood by the state. 
Abolishment of the common law mar- 
riage. 
Twenty days’ public notice before the 
issuing of license. 
Limiting marriage te those who are of 
age. 


Endowment Is Social Justice. 

Of the endowment of motherhood, Prof. 
Howard says: 

“ Recognizing parentage as a social sery- 
ice, a social duty which should be paid for at 
the public expense, looks very much like 
social justice.” 

In its administrative division our matri- 
monial laws require drastic revision at al- 
most every point. We need @ better and a 
uniform license system, 80 as to secure full 
publicity and a faithful compliance with the 
spirit of the law. 

It ig time that in school and college the 
family and its related institutions should be 
as freely, and openly, and unsparingly sub- 
jected to scientific investigation as are the 
problems of modern political and industria! 
Ute. 

Religious Ceremony Unsafe. 

„The time honored American plan of op- 
tional civil or religious ceremody, at the 
pleasure of the persons contracting, is crude, 
illdgical, and unsafe, ‘There is the clergy- 
man, and here is the justice of the peace:

Impossible to Amend Bill. 
In view of the overwhelming majority for 
the agreement, the impression prevails that 
it will prove impossible to amend the bill. 
If this be the case, there are several sen- 
ators now opposed to the measure who may 
find it expedient, to vote for it. 
President Taft is strongly against amend- 
ments of any kind. He impressed this fact 
upon the senators who called at the White 
House today. To these senators the presi- 
dent spoke of the gratifying result of his 
Chicago trip. 
He referred to the poll of editors made by 
Tun Chico TRIBUND as indicative of the 
public sentiment and also showed a poll of 
the newspapers of Vermont which had been 
made by a responsible resident of that state. 
There are sixty newspapers published in the 
Green Mountain commonwealth. Of these, 
nine are dailies, eight of which advocate the 
agreement, and one is neutral. Of the fifty- 
one weeklies, thirty-eight favor agreement, 
seven are opposed, and six are neutral. 


Senator Stone Tells Stand. 
Following a conference with the president, 
Senator Stone of Missouri said: 

I came to the White House to find out 
for myself whether the president was in 
earnest in opposing the Root amendment. 
And I found out. He told me he was against 
the one proposed by Senator Root, and would 
be against any proposed by any other sen- 
ator, whether Democrat or Republican. 
“And, of course, that settles it. I am going 
back to the senate and continue the fight for 
this bill on that basis. I shall fight all amend- 
ments that are offered. All true friends @ 
reciprocity will do the same thing. If we 
start on the presumption that we can tack on 
‘harmless’ amendments, we will certainly 
end up by tacking on amendments which will 
destroy the bill.“

AIDS CHICAGO BOONOMY. 


Tax Anticipation” Act Ap- 
proved by Governor; Spe- 
cial Session Call 
Delayed,

Springfield, III., June 5.—[Special.}—Gov. 
Deneen today guve a great boost to the move- 
memt to force the sane observance of the 
Fourth of July when he signed a bill to give to 
the cities of the State absolute power to pro- 
hibit the use of fireworks, torpedoes, roman 
candles, skyrocketa, and other pyrotechnic 
displays. The new law will go into effect on 
July 1, giving a chance for the municipal ofh- 
cers throughout the state to wage war 
against the annual slaughter and meiming of 
children. 

The same bill giveg to the cities the right 
to acquire by condemnation pro ee 
land along lakes and rivers for the purpose of 
establishing public bathing beaches. This 
portion of the bill was made necessary by 
the refusal of certain owners of riparian 
rights to dispose of their holdings except at 
prohibitive prices. 

It also gives other powers for which the 
Chicago authorities have been pleading for 
a great many years. Among these rights are, 
to direct the location of and regulate hos- 
pitais, livery gtables, undertaking establish- 
ments, garages, junk shops and oa lyaru s. 
It also confers on the cities the right to build 
recreation piers, | „ 


Signs Many Chicago Bills. 

This bill was only one of nearly a score 
which apply directly to the city of Chicago 
which were signed by the governor today for 
which representatives of the municipal gov- 
ernment were working all through the bes- 
sion. . 

One was the tax anticipation " bill, which 
was rescued at the last moment of the last 
session through the combined efforts of Sor- 
poration Counsel Sexton, Assistant *urpore- 
tion Counsel Howard Hayes, and the Chicago 
delegation. 

The bill, which will become a law on July 1, 
permits the city to use funds which are not 
immediately needed for other purposes pro- 
vided anticipation tax warrants are put up 
in their stead. It is the claim of the corpora- 
tion counsel's office that the saving in interest 
alone to Chicago will reach an enormous 
figure. 


Superior Court Bill Signed. 

The Ettelson Superior court bill was an- 
other approved. It covers the election of 
judges of the Superior court In Chicago and 
is drawn so as to eliminate politics from the 
election of these judges. 

The Pierson bill, which prevents the sub- 
mission of annexation propositions more than 
once every five years, was signed. It was 
backed by suburbs which object to repeated 
efforts to annex them to Chicago. 

The Lake county-North Shore drainage dis- 
trict bills were approved by the governor. 
One is the drainage bill modeled after the 
Chicago sanitary district law, and authorisz- 
ing two or more municipalities to combine in 
a Sanitary district for the same purposes as 
those for which the Chicago sanitary district 
was created. 

The idea is to embrace most of Lake county 
and all of north shore towns in one sanitary 
district. A companion bill, introduced by 
Representative J. E. Anderson of Lake For- 
est, to create districts for the purpose of 
obtaining a water supply from Lake Michi- 
gan, also was signed. 
The Provine election bill was signed. It 
compels the names of candidetes for office 
to be printed on the official ballot in the order 
in which the votes were cast at the primary 
elections. 

Other Bills Are Signed. 
Other billie signed by the governor today 
were: 

The Pttelson factory inspection bill, 
governing the number and pay of factory 
inspectors and deputies. 

The Trimarco bill, which prevents use of 
emery or cotton buff wheels in basements. 

Shanahan bill, to appropriate $48,746 for 
the expenses of the state game depart- 
ment from Feb. 1 to July 1, 1911, emer- 
gency. 

The Miller bill, which authorizes court 
of chancery to construe wills when there 
is no trust involved. 

The English bill to amend the schoo! law 
for the creation of high schoo) districts 
so that any territory composed of adjoin- 
ing township may create high schoo! dis- 
tricts and the remaining portion of the 
township, not included, shall constitute a 
high school district. 


Delays Extra Session Call. 

Gov. Deneen did not issue the call for an 
extra session of the legislature tonight. It 
is probable that it will be given out tomor- 
row. 

The delay, as explained by the governor to- 
night, is due to conferences now on in which 
the department heads are participating re- 
garding possible matters to be carried in the 
call, 

Gov. Deneen is investigating the sugges- 
tions. which have been submitted, and if 
necessary. according to word from the ex- 
ecutive office tonight, may include the more 
urgent cases in the extra session call. 
Aside from intimating that the extra see 
sion will be called for some day next week, 
Gov. Deneen would make no statement re- 
garding the matters he will call to the at- 
tention of the legislators at the extra session.

Played a star of the Juvenile court and asked 
that there be no violence. 

Taking advantage of the detective's as- 
tonishment, the slugger twisted himself loose 
and followed Small into the hotel lobby, 
where he again attacked him. Laughlin gave 
chase and Farrell ran te his room on the 
second floor. 


Slugger Caught After Chase. 
By the time the detective had forced the 
door, which Farrell locke& behind him, the 
slugger bad escaped down the fire escape. 
Laughlin followed and caught his man ef 
Dearborn and Madison streets. 
Farrell was taken to the Harrison street 
palice station, where he was booked on 4 
charge of assault. Later he was released on 
bonds of $500, signed by “ Ike” Roderick, & 
professional bondsman. 
In connection with this slugging the police 
announce that sluggers employed by the 
chauffeurs’ union are making determined 
efforts to kill or kidnap John Barton, a non- 
union taxicab chauffeur employed by the 
Walden W. Shaw company. Barton is to ap- 
pear before the June grand jury as a witness 
against John Riley, a slugger and alleged 
“business agent of the union, who i 
charged with having shot him, May d in 
front of 2118 Armour avenue. 
The three men who pécently beat a chauf- 
feur and stole his tdxicab are reported te 
have been sluggers who tried to hire Barton 
as their driver. It is supposed these men 
were in a plot to kidnap the nonunion chauf- 
teur and prevent his appearance before the 
grand jury. 
Charles Ensler, another nonunion chauf- 


_feur, was mistaken for Barton on May and 


slugged by Pete Snyder, whose trial is 
set for tomorrow. 


Stevens Identified by Two. 

Walter Stevens, arrested near Gary, Ind., 
last Thursday night in connection with the 
slaying of William (Dutch) Gentiemaa, 
yesterday was identified by two men as one 
of the members of the gang of eight Musters 
who made an assault on thirty steam fitters at 
the plant of the Hygienic Ice company, Bast 
Twenty-sixth street and South Park avenue 
The police say they will show, too, that he 
was one of the men who shot John Ramier. 
Ramler was shot in an assault on steamfit- 
ters at work on the Heisen bullding, Harrison 
and Dearborn streets. Harry Higgins al- 
ready has been identified as one of the gang 
by Ramler. Red Conners has been par- 
tially identified as another of them. 
One of the men who identified Stevens as 
one of the ice plant gang went to Gary; the 
other saw Stevens last night in Chicago, 
where the prisoner finally gave his consent 
to come after extradition papers had been 
started to Gov. Marshall of Indiana on a 
warrant charging Stevens with being an ao- 
cessory to the Gentleman murder. 


Warrant for Another Thug. 
As a result of conferences with steame- 
fitters who were assaulted in the ice plant 
on April 19 Inspector Hunt ordered a warrant 
for Joseph Kane, who, like Mossy’ En- 
right, is a business agent for the faction of 
the steamfitters affiliated with the United Ag- 
sociation of Plumbers. Inspector Hunt says 
Kane was the leader of the eight siuggers 
who made the assault at the plant. 
Stevens, the police say, with Willam 
O'Connor, alias “ Red" Connors, went to 
„Pat O' Maller's on the cay of the slay- 
ing with Enright, who has “ confessed” to 
the killing, alleging self-defense. It ts said 
they have witnesses who will swear the 
three men ran out together after the ki ling 
Inspector Hunt had Stevens brought into 
his office to be questioned immediately after 
his arrival under detective guards. The maa 
refused to talk, saying to every question put 
by the inspector: 
“TI don't care to say anything.“ 
Richard O Donnell. one of the steamfitters 
who identified Stevens, went to Gary during 
the day and said there that Stevens was 
one of the sluggers. Thomas Le Favour & 
the other man who confronted the prisoner 
in the office of Inspector Hunt. 
“That is one of the sluggers who came 
to the plant that morning and drew revoivers 
and threatened the workmen,” he said. 


Many Charges Will Lie. 

„We will charge Stevens with conspiracy, 
aseaukt with a deadly weapon, and attempt to 
murder, in the morning, as a result of his 
positive identification,” the inspector said.

ARMY FOE OF JEW 


Rebukes Officer Who Acted 
Adversely on ebrew Sol- 
dier’s Examination. 


GIVES PRAISE .TO RACE. 


Private Involved Was Advised 
by Roosevelt to Work Way 
Up from Ranks. 


Washington, D. C., June 8.— President Taft 
today rebuked Col. Joseph Garrard, com- 
manding the cavalry post at Fort Myer, Va., 
for disapproving Private Frank Bloom's 
effort for promotfon because of Bloom’s Jew- 
ish parentage. 

Col. Garrard’s Tfeport characterized Jews 
as not “desirable social associates” and 
President Taft immediately directed the sec- 
retary of war to investigate the matter. 
The president stamped the expressions as 
those of narrow race prejudice. The war 
department pointed out that there have been 
many Jews among the army officers. 


Reprimand of the President. 
The president’s reprimand is as follows: 

The president directs the secretary of 
war to inform Col. Garrard that his at- 
titude in this matter is strongly disap- 
proved as contrary to che ideals and 
principles of this country. 

Col. Garrard has been told that he had 
not the moral right to exert influence in 
his official position to bar the advance- 
ment of a courageous and efficient young 
man simply because that man was of the 
Jewish rece; that such procedure indicates 
not only prejudice that should not be 
found in an officer of his position and ex- 
perience but amounts to a failure to con- 
sider fustly and fairly the merite and 
claims of the applicant as shown by his 
efficient service and excellent standing 
in the mental examinations. 

Col. Garrard has been admonished to 
avoid a repetition of the action taken is 
this case.

“The young man is undoubtedly honest 
and upright, ambitious and probably deserv- 
ing, but for the reasons stated I would net 
desire him in my command as an officer and 
a social and personal associate. 

“The presence of the applicant's family at

It is difficult for me 
to read the indorsement of Col. Garrard 
set forth in this letter with patience and 
without condemmnatory words that had 
better not be written. I wish you would 
examine the record and verify the state- 
ments of Mr. Wolf and. if he has not 
been misinformed—and his letter sets 
forth the facts—direct that this young 
man be admitted to examination for a 
lieutenancy in the army. 

The statements made by Col Garrard 
are not true with reference to the stand- 
ing that Jews have in this country; and I 
resent, as commander in chief of the 
army and the navy, that any officer of 
either should permit himself in an official 
document to give evidence of such un- 
founded and narrow race prejudice as 
that contained in this indorsement.

Evans was indicted three weeks ago for 
soliciting a bribe and was indicted twice 
today for soliciting and accepting bribes. 
To one indictment he pleaded guilty, and at 
the suggestion of Prosecutor Turner the 
court imposed only a $500 fine instead of a 
penitentiary sentence. 

The other two indictments were laid away 
temporarily.

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Only the second and third grades of North 
Dakota wheat go into export. Liverpool 
may fix the price on those grades, but with 
the first grade it is a different matter. 

“You will find by consulting the wheat 
prices of 1900 that $1.14 was the price in 
Liverpool and Minneapolis at the same time. 
Now it costs something to transport that 
grain to Liverpool, so, if the latter fixed the 
price, you would expect to find the price lower 
in Minneapolis. The fact that the price is the 
same shatters the theory that Liverpool fixes 
the price. So the president's whole argument 
based on this assumption disappears. 

This being the case, it is not difficult to 
see what will happen if our farmers are com- 
pelled to compete with the Canadian wheat 
growers.

VEHICLE MEN FOR RECIPROCITY.

ENDS NOTED IMBROGLIO. 


Last Chapter in Row That Cost 
Ballinger Job Scheduled 
For Near Future. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 5.—[{Special.)}—The 
Cunningham claims to Alaska coal lands will 
be thrown out as tainted with fraud and all 
richts over the lande restored to the United 
States, according to information obtained to- 
day at the department of the interior. 

Fred Dennett, commissioner of public lands. 
will decide the case within the next week, it 
ig stated. He is now engaged in writing a 
decision in which he will hold that all the 
claims involved in the Cunningham group are 
invalid under the law. From thie decision 
the claimants may, if they desire, appeal to 
Secretary of the Interior Fisher. 

In such cases the secretary of the interior 
is absolutely the court of last resort. Inas- 
much as it is a foregone conalusion thft Sec- 
retary Fisher would upholé Commissioner 
Dennett in an adverse decision on these 
claims, it is eved unlikely that any appeal 
will be made. Secretary Fisher is now in Chi- 
cago, but is expected to return to the capital 
on Wednesday. The announcément of the 
decision is scheduled to be made soon there- 
after. 


Imbroglio Cost Ballinger Job. 

The decision will close the imbroglio which 
cost Rickard A. Ballinger his place in Presi- 
dent Taft's cabinet. It is around the claims 
of tne Cunninghams, whom Ballinger repre- 
sented before he became secretary of the 
interior, that the conservation storm raged 
for more than a year. The majority of the 
congreseional investigating committee ac- 
quitted Ballinger of wrongfully aiding his 
old clients when in the cabinet, but the minor- 
ity arraigned him ag an undesirable public 
officer and finally blic agitation brought 
about his resignation. 

The decision aiso will open a new era in the 
adininistration of public lands. It will lead 
nut only to the throwing out of other claims 
which are being contested by the government 
as invalia an the same charges, but it will 
clear the way for the framing of legislation 
providing for the opening of the Alaskan coal 
fields under regulationa conserving the public 
interest. The Cunningham claims are only 
thirty-three out of a total of 1,100 in this one 
locality, and proceedings are pending against 
others of tbig number on the charge that 
they represent conspiracies to evade the law. 


Plan for Combining Claims Bared. 

The chief scandal connected with the Cun- 
ningham claims was the revelation of an 
arrangement for combining claims and sell- 
ing them out after they had been perfected 
to the Guggenheim Alaska interests. Under 
the law this combining of claims and inter- 
ests in claims is prohibited, the statute con- 
templating that each settler should stake out 
his claim and work it himself. 

It was contended in defense of this prac- 
tice of combining claims that the expense of 
cperatlon in Alaska made the working of 
claims by individuals a physical impossibil- 
ity It was argued that these coal flelds 
could be mined only by a big corporation with 
plenty of money to spend on equipment and 
the construction of a railread to haul the 
product to tidewater. N 

The force of this argument has been rec- 
ognized and residents of Alaska have been 
demanding legislation that will permit the 
opening of public lands to corporations large 
encugh to carry on mining on a large scala 
They believe that when coal in large quan- 
tities is mined in Alaska the whole Pacific 
coast can be supplied at a fraction of the pre- 
vailing high prices. 


Hope to Amend Land Laws, 

President Taft has asked congress to amend 
the land laws to permit the leasing of the 
coal deposits to corporations on terms advan- 
tagecus to the government, the people re- 
taining title to the properties. Secretary 
Fisher is working out a plan for such co- 
operation between the government and pri- 
vate capital and will have it ready to present 
te congress at the regular session next win- 
ter. By that time it is believed ali of the

STINE FOUND, BUT 
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President Taft, Vice President 


T IS a rare event that an ecclesiastic lives to see the golden jubilee 
of his priesthood. It is rarer still for a bishop to join in the silver 
anniversary of his episcopate. It is quite exceptional that a man 
live to see a quarter of a century go by wearing the purple of a 
prince of the church. 

Such, however, has been the good fortune of his eminence James 
Oardinal Gibbons, archbishop of the primatial see of Baltimore. Twen- 
ty-five years ago today by solemn bull of Leo XIII. Archbishop Gibbons 
was raised to the cardipalate with his title of Saint Mary beyond the 
Tiber. Fifty years ago\in the venerable cathedral of Baltimore James 
Gibbons was ordained to the priesthood by Most Rev. Martin John 
Spalding, and seven years later he was consecrated bishop of 
Adramyttum and was given as his field of labor the vicariate of North 
Carolina. 

Such is a bare outline of the priestly life of America’s foremost citi- 
gen. But in that long span of time there has been crowded deeds that 
will long outlive him. «For in all justice it must be said that he has led 
a useful life. Endowed with a constitution by no means rugged, he has 
never spared himself in the service of his fellow man. It cannot be 
claimed for him that he is a genius, but few have made nobler use of 
the talents -with which he has heen endowed. By tireless energy and 
unflagging perseverance he has made bis name known and felt through- 


out America. 
— 


There are no myths about the cardinal’s early years. His college life 
seems to have been inconspicuous enough. There is no tradition of 
exceptional talents. But his early priestly life showed him te be of 
apostolic quality. During a siege of the cholera he tended the sick 
when others fled, he nursed them, cared for them, and at dea th buried 
them with his own hands. It did not occur to him that he was doing 
anything extraordipary. No one was more surprised than he to find 
himself a hero over what he considered his simple duty, 

That fis work and ability attracted attention is vouched for iu 
the remarkable selection of so young a man to the episcopal office; he 
was but 38 years when he was called on to preside over the apostolic 
vicariate of North Carolina. Humanly speaking, the promotion to this 
bishopric was hardly a fitting reward for zealous work done. The new 
bishop was assigned an entire state with two priests, three churches, 
and a scattered population of a thousand souls, But qn his departure 
four years later he left as the result of his labor nine ¢hurches, schools 
for white and negro children, a splendid Benedictine monastery, and a 
personal acquaintance of every adult Catholic in the state. Sentiment

forty years ago in the south was not overfavorable to the Catholic 
church, and that sentiment was particularly bitter in North Carolina.

No one could have been chosen with such gracious qualities of mind 
and heart to dissipate this bigotr} than Bishop Gibbons. He never 
meant to dig trenches of misunderstanding with his Protestant fellow 
countrymen, but he was always at pains to build bridges of mutual 
toiera tion. 

Intimate acquaintance with his non-Catholic citizens settled in the 
bishop’s mind the conviction that bigotry was essentially a lack of 
understanding, and he was at pains to set them aright. Moments 
snatched from a busy life were given to the writing of a book that has 
become a classic of American Catholic literature, The Faith of Our 
Fathers.” It is impossible to estimate the good wrought through this 
simple volume. It has been translated into nearly all modern languages 
and serves as a primer of Catholic belief. 

On the death of Bishop McGill, Bishop Gibbons was translated to 
the vacant see of Richmond. Here again he set to work in the same 
quiet and efficient manner. His personal popularity drew many to the 
Catholic church. He was known as the convert maker. Nor was he 
less alert to administer the temporalities. The five years spent at Rich- 
mond were among the most fruitful of his long career, Churches, acad- 
emies, homes for the aged and destitute, hospitals, and asylums are still 
eloquent of nis administration there. 

In 1877 the aged Archbishop Bayley, the near kinsman of the only 
living ex-president, looking around to find a fitting aid in the large 
field of his work, had but one choice, Bishop Gibbons of Richmond. 
During that very year James Roosevelt Bayley passed to his reward, 
and Archbishop Gibbons succeeded to the highest ecclesiastical dignity 
in the United States. Thus he was brought back to the city of bis 
birth and of his earlier career. Subsequent events have proven the 
wisdom of his selection. He has always measured up to the respon- 
sibilities that have come to him, and he has always borne with ease 
and simplicity the honors that were his without the seeking. 

— 

From the date ot his selection as archbishop of Baltimore the 
supreme pontiff, Leo XIII., regarded its incumbent as the virtual head 
of the American hierarchy, and was careful to seek his advice on 
affairs of the church in this country. In 1883, when the pope wished 
to have direct information of the condition of the church, the“ elegation 
of American prelates was headed by Archbishop Gibbons. The third 
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plenary council of Baltimore, held in 1884, which has become the 
norm and type of what a perfect national council may be, was by per- 
sonal appointment of the pope presided over by the archbishop of Bal- 
timore. In direct reward for the magnificent work done by the council, 
and for the wise and salutary decrees that issued from it, the holy 
father raised its president to the college of cardinals on June 7, 1886, 
and on J@ne 30 following the scarlet birrettum was conferred on him 
by Archbishop Kendrick. 

His activity has been unceasing. The welfare of the church in a 
country which he loves bas always been his concern. It was his 
vision that created the Catholic University of An#rica at Washington, 
over which he has exercised supervision as its chancellor since its insti- 
tution, twenty years ago, and to which he has assigned the only testi- 
monial that he has permitted to commemorate his golden and silver 
jubilees, Gibbons Memorial hall. Amongst other works must be men- 
tioned the first eongress of Catholic laymen ever held in America. 

Meanwhile the cardinal has issued timely and serious volumes, the 
ripe fruit of wisdom and experience; chief amongst these are Faith 
of our Fathers,” Our Christian Heritage,” and The Ambassador of 
Christ.” As a prince of the church there came to him the unique dis- 
tinetion—the first that ever befell an American—to vote at the last 
conclave that resulted in the election of Pius X. 

* ~~ 

As a citizen of Baltimore his words are heeded. He seldom engagos 
in public affairs, being convinced that they are usually in good hands, 
but when he takes a stand it is invariably sound, and his opinion 
prevails. As to all ‘the philanthropic enterprises that engage its 
citizens, he is foremost in their advocacy. On the first Sunday of each 
month he preaches in his cathedral, and his words and counsels and the 
benign manner of their delivery create on the mixed audience a solemn 
impression. The state of Maryland and the city of Baltimore love and 
respect this great and good man. © 

It is not to be wondered at that their officials shall tender him a 
public reception in recognition entirely of his civic usefulness. He has 
been for over half a century a living example of the simplest life. He 
has neither mansion nor palace, occupying two rooms in the cathedral 
rectory. He has neither carriage nor automobile. In his work he 
knows no distinction of creed or color. He has endeared himself to 
Americans by the sturdiest of American traits. He has earned the 
undying gratitude of his fellow religionists by the splendid way he has 
presented the claims of their church to the American people. To all 
he is an example of high, purposeful, and holy living.

His whereabouts, she says, was 
known to policemen in Chicago. She added 
that she did not know their names. 


Travels Like Millionaire. 

In regard to the fund itself, Mrs. Stine 
maintains that her husband had no connec- 
tion with it. Although Stine’s Salary as a 
policeman was never more than $100 @

as extensive as those of a millionaire on his 
winter vacation. He has been in California, 
Texas, New Mexico, and Arizona. Mrs, 
Stine would not tell what cities he visited, 
saying she did not think it was a matter of 
moment. Personally, she said, she spent the 
most of the bad days of early spring with her 
2 children amid the roses of Santa Ana,

Five More Plans to Be Heard. 
The committee learned that five individuals 
concerns desire to be heard on subway 
s, four of them sending in their requests 
yesterday. ‘Tomorrow afternoon J. H. 
Farrar will tell of the plans of the Subside- 
walk Rapid Transit company, which would 
have all the traffic carried on in the sub- 
‘gidewalk space, permitting arcade effects. 
The others are Chicago Municipal Subway 
company, the New York concern, Chicago 
Subway, Arcade and Traction company, A. 
. Robinson, a member of the Western 
Bociety of Civil Engineers who has a so- 
called “‘ shuttle subway system,“ and H. E. 
Bartlett, bridge engineer of the Niinois Cen- 
tra) railroad. 
Mr. Ericson explained his initial system 
which was put befor the council two years 
ago. The city engineer advocated: first, the 
building of a direct north and south subway 
through the most congested district, prefer- 
able Wabash avenue; second, building of 
east and west subways looping on State 
etreet as the eastern margin. This would 
leave room for additional north and south 
subways in State street and Michigan ave- 
nie, and permit expansion as it became 
necessary. 


Four Terminals Urged. 

He recommends four terminals for surface 
and elevated lines, as follows: North, Chi- 
cago avenue and Orleans street; south, State 
and Twenty-second streets; west. Met 
lines, Halsted and Blue Island avenue, and 
Oak Park, Halsted and Lake streets. His 
plan permits two loops of two tracks each, 
for surface and L trains, from one west 
side termina! to the other, one via Randolph, 


State, and Jackson, and the other Washing- 


ton, State, and Adams. By these terminals 
he felt that all the loop rail traffic could be 
put underground. ;

Four tracks from Chicago avenue to Twen- 
ty-second street, complete, $13,125,000; same 
from Chicago avenue to Twelfth street, $9,- 
275,000. No estimates were made on the east 
and west subways.

MAKE PEACE MOVE, 


IN BRICK STRIKE 


Manufacturers Grant Old 
Wage Scale; Both Sides 
Take Vote Today. 


RESULT DUE THURSDAY, 


Union Officials See Resumption 
of Work Next Week; Park 
Boycott Planned. 


Brick manufacturers yielded a point yes- 
terday and agreed to recommend adoption of 
the 1910 wage scale for 2,00 brickmakers, 
who have been out on strike since May 1. In 
order to terminate the strike, however, the 
proposition must be accepted by both the em- 
ployers and the strikers. 

A meeting of the manufacturers will prob- 
ably be called today to decide the question 
and the peace proposition will be submitted 
to a referendum vote of the strikers. The 
decision to take a referendum was reached 
at a meeting of the Brickmakers’ Districs 
council. Ballots will be sent out today and 
the count probably will be completed next 
Thursday. The men struck when they were 
refused an increase of about 6 per cent. 

Officials of the union declared that if the 
men accept the offer, resumption of work 
may begin next week. Considerable opposi- 
tion was expressed at the meeting of the dis- 
trict council. The strike is causing a short- 
age of brick and as a result thousands of 
bricklayers and other building trades workers 
are idle. 


Plan Strikes on Summer Parks, 

Officials of the carpenters, painters, cooks, 
waiters, ang bartenders’ unlons, whose mem- 
bers are employed at White City and Sans 
Souci parks, started preparations during the 
day to call these trades out on strike in an 
effort to enforce a boycott voted by the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor. Between 150 and 
200 union waiters, cooks, and bartenders are 
employed at the two parks, according to Ben 
F. Parker, business agent of the Chicago 
local of the Hotel and Restaurant Employés’ 
union. These, he declared, will be ordered out 
on strike today. 

Thomae Wall, business agent of the Bar- 
tenders’ union, agreed to join in the strike 
move. 


Says Bartenders Will Quit. 

The bartenders will stand pat on the ac- 
tion of the Chicago Federation of Labor,“ 
said Wall. Every union bartender at work 
in the two unfair parks will be called out. 


Women pickets will be posted in the vicinity 


of the parks on Saturcays and Sundays. 
Members of labor unions patronizing the 
unfair parks will be reported to their re- 
spective organizations with a recommenda- 
tion that they be fined.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Left-over Jellies and Jams. 


F we have not already done so, it is high time 
we were cleaning up our supply of old jams 
and jellies and preserves. In some families 
this is done very early in the year, in others 
there are always some left-overs when the 
time comes around to put up a new supply. 

There are almost none of these old jellies and 
jams or preserves that may not be used in mak- 
ing refreshing drinks, either iced and uncom- 
bined with anything else, or given a little zest 
by the addition of lemons or mineral water. 
Some of the old books tell how. to make. such 
“refreshing” drinks for the sick from such 
things, but today we do not consider it an un- 
righteous indulgence to refresh ourselves when 
we are well. 

Jellies may be melted and thickened with corn- 
starch for fruit blanc manges or sauces—not so 
much cornstarch being used in the datter case, 
with some water for thinning. 

The tart jellies ard excellent for creaming 
with cheese, to be served on toasted crackers. 
A melted jelly mingled with whipped cream and 
served on toasted bread makes an agreeable 
dainty for a Sunday night supper. :

Filled Pancakes (French).—Make a batter of 
one egg, a cupful of milk, a pinch of sugar, a 
pinch of salt, and enough flour for a thin batter. 
Fry four cakes in butter, baking them quite 
thin and the size of a breakfast plate, spread 
with jelly, roll up, sprinkle with sugar, and 
serve.—Mrs. L. B. N., 5542 Kimbark aveuue. 

Jelly Fritters.—Make a batter of one egg, half 
nm cupful of milk, half a cupful of water, and 
one cupful of flour sifted with a teaspoonful of 
baking powder and a pinch of salt. Put a table- 
spoonful of lard or beef fat into frying pan with 
a pinch of salt, heat it boiling hot, put in the 
batter by large spoonfuls, but not too close to- 
gether. When one side is a delicate brown, turn. 
When done put on a hot dish, place a dessert 
spoonful of firm jelly or jam on each, and serve. 
—Mrs. Ella J. Conner, 2527 Drake avenue. 

Whipped Cream Pie.—Line a pie plate with a 
rich crust and bake. When done, spread with a 
thin layer of jelly or jam, then add one cupful 
of thick cream which has been whipped as light 
as possible, sweetened with powdered sugar and 
flavored with vanilla. Set the cream where it 
will get very cold before whipping.—Galva, III. 

Sour Balls.—Dissolve one-fourth box of gela- 
tin in one-fourth pint of cold water, add one- 
fourth pint of beiling water, one cupful of sugar, 
and flavor with lemon or vanilla. When cool, 
add the beaten whites of two eggs and beat hard 
until it is as thick as whipped cream. Put in 
little cups and when cold turn out. Eat with 
currant jelly.—Mrs. D. J. Oetjen, Williams ;

Whipped Cream with Apple Jelly.— For cream 
to whip, use that two days old which has been 
kept on ice. Cool the beater also. Beat a little 
at a time until all is perfectly stiff. Beat into 
the whole one glass of homemade apple jelly, 
saving a little to ornament the top.—Mrs. O. H. 
Gregory, Benton Harbor, Mich. 

English Muffins and Jelly.—To one tablespoon- 
ful of butter and one of sugar add one beaten 
egg and one and a half cupfule of flour, sifted 
with tWo teaspoonfuls of baking powder, alter- 
nating the dry ingredients last named with one 
cupful of milk. This will make twelve Serve 
nay jelly.—Mrs. C. Wesley Edwards, Pans ton. 

Fried Cornstarch Pudding.—Make a stiff corn- 
starch pudding with one egg and a pint of milk 
end pour into baking powder cans to cool. At

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and the whites in those states were so inti- 
mate and friendly that the latter discarded 
their own habits of speech and adopted 
those of the former. Or it may be charged 
to the account of climate. 

Again, an English miniaturist says 
“among men the Americans seem to me to 
have the best mouths. There is something 
Indian in their shape and they are often 
clean cut and shapely.” This is meant to 
be complimentary} but the mouth of the 
average Indian is not particularly pleas- 
ing. 

The truth is that the descendants of the 
English men and women who settled in 
Virginia and Massachusetts three centuries 
ago have not made the least approach to 
the Indian type. The whites took from 
the aborigines their land. They took from 
them a few words to enrich their language, 
but they are not looking or talking like them. 
Nevertheless, as Europeans ascribe what- 
ever they do not like in our manners or mor 
als to the corrupting influence of democ- 
racy, they will continue to assert that our 
varied and perplexing climate is indianiz- 
ing us externally. 


“GUN TOTING.” 

It does not follow that because attempts 
to prevent gun toting ” have not been suc- 
cessful there is no way of restricting the 
carrying of concealed weapons, . There is an 
ordinance now by which the city authori- 
ties endeavor to regulate sales, but if there 
were any expectation that it would keep 
criminals from owning revolvers the hope 
died as it was born. : 
The class of men against whom ordi- 
nances and laws are passed have the least. 
trouble in evading them. It may be made 
difficult for the well bellaved citizen to 
arm himself, or even for one who is taken 
by a sudden criminal impulse to purchase a 
weapon immediately, but the men whose 
business includes murder will find no seri- 
ous obstacles in the way of getting revol- 
vers so long as firearms are manufactured. 

The authorities are not at the end of their 
resources, however, when they have tried 
to prevent the sale of weapons to criminals. 
The carrying of the revolver is another mat- 
ter. In one of the eastern states an experi- 
ment is to be made with a law which has 
not been given a trial in the United States 
so far as is known. The carrying of con- 
cealed weapons without a permit is to be 
made a felony. 

Certainly an elastic law which provided 
extreme penalties for extreme cases would 
give Chicago’s professional gunmen a dif- 
ferent idea of the situation. They can 
afford to laugh at the fines which might be 
imposed on them, but the knowledge that 
the finding of revolvers in their pockets 
started them for Joliet would be a deterrent. 

From the time the shootings began in 
Chicago the police knew the men to take 
up, on suspicion at least, and they could 
have made it dangerous for one to appear 
in public with a weapon concealed in nis 
clothing, if a severe law were in force, 

Even nations which forbid the purchase 
of firearms as a political precaution find it 
next to impossible to prevent the smuggling 
of weapons. It is not surprising that cities 
and states are embarrassed to stop the sale 
of revolvers, even when the authorities are 
sincere in their attempts. The best preven- 
tion is a rigorous law which may be used 
against the man known to be dangerous 
and found to be armed. Not to work an 
injustice, it would have to be inflexible, but 
if a court had the power to send gunmen 
to the penitentiary when revolvers were 
found in their possession there might be 
fewer quick trigger murders. At least it 
would add an element of danger to the gun 
profession.” . N 


A COMPLETE ANSWER. 

One of the speakers at the meeting of the 
Western Economic society—an IIlinois 
farm owner—said reciprocity with Canada 
would take protection from the farmer’s 
wheat while refusing to take it from the 
middlings and shorts made from that wheat 
which the farmer would like to feed to his 
stock. 

President Taft gave that objection a 
knockout blow in his address. Said he: 
A very material benefit to all the farmers 
of the country, especially the stock and 
cattle raisers and the dairy farmers, will 
be the by-products of bran and shorts from 
the flour mills likely to follow the free ex- 
port of wheat from Canada to those milis, 
These by-products are now so scarce and so 
high priced that many farmers are unable 
to procure them.“ 

That ought to convince the stock raisers 
and the dairy farmers.

THE EXILE OF VENEZUELA. 

Cipriano Castro, once president and dic- 
tator of Venezuela, is suffering acutely from 
homesickness. He is dying to see again 
the mountains and plains of his native land 
and to take his ease in the presidential pal- 
ace at Caracas. Then, too, there are some 
personal enemies whom he would like to 
cast into dreary dungeons. President 
Gomez, his successor in office, is one of 
them. 

Therefore he is desirous that Castro 
should not return, and because he made 
himself extremely unpleasant while in 
power to the American government, it is 
resolved that he shall not revisit Venezuela 
if it can help it. The readiness of other 
countries to stretch a point where their own 
interests are not concerned in order to 
oblige the United States has been illus- 
trated in Castro’s case. When he started 
home on a French steamer after he had 

been operated on abroad, the French gov- 
ernment was kind enough to refuse to let 
him land in the West Indies, and ne had 
to return in the steamer he came in. There 
was a rumor the other day that he had sailed 
for Havana. When the boat got there last 
week it was searched, but he was not found. 
If he had been no doubt the Cuban authori- 
ties would have sent him ba cksto Europe. 

There is a story which may be true that 
Castro has bought a steamer and freighted 
it with artillery and ammunition. He-has 
adherents in Venezuela, and if he could 
make a landing and were well supplied with 
munitions of war, he might make great 
trouble for Gomez and have another oppor- 
tunity to defy the United States. So it is 
understood the state department has sug- 


| ernment would be pleased i¢ Castro were 


not allowed to make any Portuguese port 
the starting point for his expedition. Pre- 
sumably the same suggestion has been made 
to Spain, as when the mysterious steamer 
supposed to be Castro’s was last heard 
from it was in Spanish waters. No doubt 
both Spain and Portugal would be glad to 
accommodate the United States.

RACE PREJUDICE REBUKED. 

Col. Joseph Garrard, U. S. A., deserved 
every word of the rebuke administered by 
President Taft. It is strange that a man 
of his years should not have learned that 
in this country a man is to be judged and 
treated according to what he is, and not 
what his family may be. Every one is the 
son of his own works here. 

It is strange that a man who has attained 
Col. Garrard’s position should entertain— 
and even it he did entertain, give expres- 
sion to—sentiments of combined snobbery 
and anti-Semitism. If his“experience has 
been that there are “few communities where 
Jews are received as desirable social asso- 
ciates,” his experience has been most un- 
fortunate. He assumes that what Presi- 
dent Taft justly calls the “ unfounded and 
narrow race prejudice” which he enter- 
tains prevails generally, 

We had an instance of snobbery at An- 
napolis the other day, where the late com- 
mandant took exception to the presence of 
a young woman at a ball because he be- 
lieved she worked for a living. Col. Gar 
rard has outdone him. He wishes to keep 
from getting a commission in the army a 
young man who is, as he admits, “ honest 
and upright and probably deserving — but 
his father is a tailor and a Jew, and would 
not fit in with the social life of the army— 
which is not a society organization.

Garrard’s indorsement without conuemna- 
tory words that had better not be spoken.”

66 HE COUNT OF LUXEMBURG.“ 
now being given at Daly’s theater 
in London, and which King George 
and Queen Mary have been to see, 
is a play which must have been in- 

spired by the extraordinary matrimonial af- 

fairs of Baron Victor von Liebenberg. 

In The Count of Luxemburg” a Russian 
grand duke wants to marry Angele Didier, an 
opera singer. But she must have a title 
before the czar will consent. Therefore the 
bankrupt Bohemian Count of Luxemburg is 
offered $100,000 to agree to marry her without 
seeing her and to being divorced from her 
within three months. 

In real Mfe the actress in question was 
Marie Sulzer, who used to be so great 4 
favorite with the people of Berlin, and with 
whom Prince Joachim Albert of Prussia was 
so infatuated that he wished to marry her. 
But his father, the late Prince Albert of 
Prusela, regent of Brunswick, who was 
aware of the infatuation, and who enter- 
tained a holy horror for every g in con- 
nection with the stage, endeavored to pre- 
vent this by stipulating in his will that if his 
gon Joachim married an actress or any wom- 
an not of noble rank he should forfeit his 
share in his enormous estate. The prince 
therefore arranged that Marie Sulzer should 
leave the stage and marry in London a pen- 
niless Austrian nobleman of the name of 
Baron Victor von Liebenberg. The baron 
was to quit her on the wedding day and to 
immediately obtain a divorce, or rather to 
allow himself to be divorced on the ground 
of desertion, leaving Marie Sulzer with his 
name and the bone fide title of baroness. 
In this way Prince Joachim Albert expected 
to evade the provisions of his father’s will. 


~~ 

The marriage of Baron Victor Liebenberg 
and of Marie Sulzer took place in London, 
and they left one another within an hour 
after the wedding ceremony, as arranged. 

But before the divorce proceedings could 
be completed Emperor William interfered, 
as head of the reigning house of Prussia. 
Taking advantage of the fact that Marie Sul- 
zer had forfeited her German nationality 
and had become an Austrian gubject by her 
marriage to the Austrian Baron von Lieben- 
berg, he caused her to be expelled from Ger- 
many as an undesirable alien and sent Prince 
Joachim Albert off to Germany’s African col- 
onles on military duty. 

The prince did not remain there long, and 
on leaving Africa without the permission of 
the emperor his name was removed from the 
ranks of the German army and he was for- 
bidden by the emperor to take up hie resi- 
dence on German territory or to make use of 
his prerogatives as a German prince of the 
blood, while foreign governments and Ger- 
man embassies and legatione abroad were 
notified to decline to recognize him as such. 

Moreover, the administration of his fath- 
er's entire fortune was vested in the hands of 
his youngest brother, Prince Frederick WII- 
liam, who last year married Princess Agatha 
of Hohenlohe at Potsdam, and both Joachim 
Albert and his eldest brother, Prince Freder- 
ick Henry (also disgraced on account of be- 
coming involved in umeavory scandals, and 
ordered to Iive abroAd under an incognito 
name), are dependent upon a relatively small 
allowance from their father's estate, accord- 
ed to them by their brother.

Memories of the Trent affair, which brought 
Great Britain and the United States to the 
very brink of war some fifty years ago, 
are recalled to mind by the startlingly sud- 
den death of old Baron Emile Erlanger at 
the Trianon palace at Versailles. For Baron 
Erlanger married in 1864 Miss Slidell, one of 
the two daughters of that Senator John Su- 
Gell of Louisiana who was sent by Jefferson 
Davis to champion the cause of the confed- 
eracy in France; Hig removal from the Brit- 
ish Uner Trent, on which he was making 
his way to Europe with his colleague. James 
Murray Mason of Virginia, bound for Eng- 
land on a similar mission to his own, was 
effected on the high seas by Capt. Wilkes, 
commanding the United States warship San 
Jacinto, who seized Slidell and Mason. as 
well as their secretaries, and carried them 
off on his cruiser to Boston, though not before 
his face had been soundly slapped by one 
of the Mies Slidells. 

It may be remembered that after a bitter 
controversy with England, in which war 
with the United States was only averted by 
Queen Victorla's personal mocéification of 
the peremptory dispatches of her govern- 
ment, Capt. Wilkes was held at Washington 
to have acted in deflance of the dictates of 
international law, in deference to which view 
Slidell and Mason were set at liberty and 
allowed to proceed to Europe. 


~~ 

In Paris the Misses Slide ll, whose fame had 
preceded them, soon became notable figures 
in society. One of them married the Comte 
de St. Roman, and her daughter is now the 
wife of Col. Marchand, the hero of the march 
across Africa to Fashoda. 

The other Migs Slidell married in 1864 
Baron Emile Erlanger, the banker, by whom 
she had four sons, the eldest of whom, 
Raphael, married a daughter of the late Sir 
Rowland Blennerhassett and predeceased his 
father, his widow and her boy making their 
home in England. The sécond son and name- 
sake of his father, Baron Emile, is now the 
head of the family banking house in Lon- 
don, and married a daughter of the French 
Marquis de Rochegude. 

The third son is Baron Frederick Erlanger, 
well known as a composer; and it will be 
recalled that his opera, Tess, founded on 
Hardy’s popular novel of that name, was 
successfully produced two years ago in Lon- 
don at the Covent Garden Opera house. His 
other compositions in thie line have been 
“Jehan de Saintre,” which was produced 
successfully in France and Germany, where 
Frau Schumann-Heink appeared in it for 
the first time in masculine costume.

| “Tees” was first produced at the San 
Carlo in Naples during the last great erup- 
tion of Vesuviua, before an almost panic 
stricken audience, who had literally waded 
ankle deep in ashes to the theater, almost 
choked and blinded by lava dust. Before the 
performance the roof of the market place at 
Naples fell in under the weight of the ashes, 
causing the loss of many lives.

made in any of hie obituaries of the fact that 
he had been previously married. His first 
wife was a daughter of the famous Parisian 
banker, Charles Lafitte, and a sister. there- 
fore, of the wife of the late Gen. Marquis de 
Gallifet... The first Baroness Emile Erlanger 
eloped with a M. Cordier, her flight creating 
an enormous scandal at the time. Charles 
Lafitte, father of the fascinating fugitive, 
immediately set to work to straighten out 
and regularize matters by obtaining from 
the vatican a decree of annulment of her 
marriage to Baron Erianger. Lafitte devot- 


matter, and finally secured the desired an- 
nulment, whereupon’ the ex- Baroness Er- 
anger married M. Cordier, the companloa of 
her flight, while the baron availed hinself 
of the liberty accorded by the court of the 
vatican to marry Mise Slidell.

THE AUTOMOBILE BILL. 
Several letters have been received by The 
Friend of the People from owners of auto- 
mobiles in this city and elsewhere concern- 
ing the automobile bill passed by the legis- 
lature and now in the governor’s hands for 
signature. An examination of the new bill 
does not show many changes, except in the 
matter of license. In this particular it pro- 
vides that every owner of a motor vehicie 
or motor bicycle driven in the state must 
within ten days after he becomes the owner 
file a certificate of registration, sworn to, 
with the secretary of state, and shall pay 
the latter a fee of $2 for motor bicycle for 
each calendar year. The fee“ for motor 
vehicles of twenty-five horse power and less 
is $4; twenty-five to thirty-five horse power, 
$6; thirty-five to fifty horse power, $8; over 
fifty horse power, $10. For each electrically 
| driven vehicles the fee is $5. 

The act further provides that all funds 
received by the secretary of state as regis- 
tration fees and for examining and licensing 
chauffeurs shall be deposited in the state 
treasury and set apart as a special fund to 
be known as the “road fund,” to be used 
solely for the permanent improvement of 
the highways of the state outside of any 
incorporated city, town, or village, and to be 
appropriated by the legislature for that pur- 
pose only. The amount to be appropriated 
and expended from the fund in any county 
in only one year must be in proportion as 
the amount levied there for road and bridge 
taxes bears to the total amount of:the road 
and bridge tax levied in all the counties of 
the state. 

Attorney General Stead, however, has 
held that all fees turned into the state treas- 
ury, from whatever source, cannot be taken 
therefrom without a specific appropriation 
act of the legislature. As the legislature 
adjourned without voting such appropria- 
tion, the whole automobile bill may be ve- 
toed by the governor and included in his call 
for an extra session. Otherwise several 
hundred thousand dollars collected from 
automobilists will be held in the treasury 
and not given to the counties for road im- 
provements.

Assuming that there is a correct way as 
well as an incorrect one of doing all things, it 
seems to the writer that notwithstanding oc- 
casional high speed the cars could be brought 
to a standstill or high rate of speed checked 
without the necessity of throwing passen- 
gers about to their peril and discomfort. 
Those of us who are compelled to stand or 
keep more or less continuously moving along 
the aisle to make way for incoming or out- 
going passengers have to bear the brunt of 
the motorman’s inexperience or gross disre- 
gard of the rights and comforts of the com- 
pany’s patrons. 

It would seem also that more care in this 
respect would tend to add materially to the 
welfare and long usefulness of the com- 
pany ’s rolling stock )

WHAT RECIPROCITY DOES. 
Chicago, June 4.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—It is gratifying in the extreme to learn 
that reciprocity with Canada is gaining 
ground both in the United States and Great 


Britain. The objections, as usual, against 


such progressive and practical treaties are 


jingoistic on both sides of the Atlantic. The 
idea that such a policy would lead to afmex- 
ation is merely cheap twaddle; the argu- 
ments thus far adduced against the agree- 


ment ought to be dismissed as useless, base- 


less and absurd. The time is ripe for mutual 
understandings between neighboring states 
and nations. Mutual jealousies cost the hu- 
man race far too much money and far too 
many lives to be tolerated in the twentieth 
century. 

Reciprocity fosters and cements peace and 
good will between man and man and is far 
more potent in guaranteeing and maintaining 
peace than the expensive and wasteful in- 
crease of armaments. 

This century is a century of commerce and 
enlightenment. Therefore it is incumbent 
upon those of us who have human welfare 
at he to enlist ourselves on the side of 
peace and progress and endeavor to bring 
the Canadian reciprocity bill now pending in 
congress to a successful issue.

Marseilles, III., June 2.—[ Editor of The 
Tribune.}]—I have been engaged in the drug 
business here since 1876, and the drug bus 
ness in a small town means a general store. 
Thus, we are in a position to feel the com- 
petition of the mail order house as much or 
more than any other line, and from my ex- 
perience of thirty-five years I do not hesitate 
to say that the mail order house has been a 
benefit to the country retail trade instead of 
a detriment. 

This will appear a surprising statement. 
But I think it a fact and for the following 
reasons: There is no doubt that the mail 
order house its selling a large volume of 
goods to our customers. We see it every day 
and cannot deny it. But are we selling less 
goods on account of this trade? The country 
merchant is prosperous—more so than in 
years past; and there are many more of 
them. 

My obfervation is that the mail order house 
has made all the business they get. They 
have taught the farmer to be a good spender. 
and while they get a large trade the home 
merchant is getting more than before. Of 
course the farmer is better able to purchase 
than in earlier days. But he had to be taught 
His family had to learn and the mall order 
advertising has done this, and while former. 
ly you could tell a farmer, his wife, and 
daughter by their clothes, today they are as 
up to date as any, and their homes are as at- 
tractive and have all the useful and fancy 
articles usually seen in a city home. The 
mail order house has to a large extent done 
this without injury to the country dealer.

Street stands where edibles are for sale must keep such articles under glass or 


Woven wire screens. 


This of course does not apply to nuts, fruits, or vegetables 


protected by Shell or skin which must be removed before the article is eaten. 

Such ordinances were recently contemplated by Chicago's department of health, but 
now that the new state food bill is about to become a law the local authorities will 
act under the provisions of that measure as soon as it is signed. 

As in the case of stores, restaurants, dairies, etc., so in private residences the 


chief weapon against the danger from files is cleanliness and yet cleanliness.

His especial object was to establish a bet- 
ter feeling towards the national executive 
among the leaders of the progressives who 
backed Charles E. Merriam at the Republicap 
mayoralty primaries and the election, 

Those with whom the secretary of the in- 
terior talked are said to have. been Mr. Mer- 
riam and State Senator Walter Clyde Jones, 
who late in the afternoon held a conference 
with President Fletcher Dobyns of the Pro- 
gressive Republican club of Cook county. 


Shows Taft as Progressive. 

The burden of Mr. Fisher's conversation was 
President Taft's progressiveneas.. While the 
Canadian reciprocity treaty, now hefore the 
United States senate, was mentioned promi- 
nently, the cabinet member also advanced 
several other evidences of the executive's 
face-forward attitude. 

While the ice may have been broken, no 
agreement was reached nor pledges given.

TIME MARKET ALL FIRM. 


Prospect That Precious Metal 
Will Come from Paris Rather 
than from London. 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.]} 

New York, June 5.—[Special.)—Interna- 
tional bankers were discussing today the pos- 
sibility of beginning at an early date a gold 
import movement. Although firmer at the 
close of the day, sterling exchange rates fell 
below last week's minimum rate, continuing 
the decline which has been steadily in prog- 
ress for more than e week. 

This market is now within the measurable 
reaching point at which god should flow into 
this market. This turn in the foreign ex- 
change situation is rendered more interesting 
by reason of the fact that, following the de- 
crease in the surplus reserves, reported by 
the clearing house banks on Saturday, the 
time money market today was quoted firm for 
all periods. 


Restores Time Money Level. 


Speaking in general terms, the rates for time 
loans today were one-quarter of 1 per cent above 
last week's rates, which restores the time money 
market practically to the level which it reached 
during the few days of unusual market activity 
Which followed the Standard Oil decision. 

| Numerous recent security issues, rather than 
Increased requirements for money for use in 
business channels appear as the explanation for 
the firmer rates now quoted, but in addition to 
this influence the New York market, of courte, 
felt the effect of the recent gold withdrawals by 
Canadian banks. 

Th recent movement in discount rates in Lon- 
don and the firmer rates now quoted here for time 
loans have widened the margin between money 
rates in these two markets and increase the likeli- 
hood of a gold import movement. European ad- 
vices indicated the likelihood of further gold 
shipments from Paris to London which has re- 
cently received substantial amounts of gold from 
the French market. This suggests that in the 
event of a gold movement to New York the ship- 
ments might come from the continent rather than 
from London. a 


Gold Likelihood Increased. 


While New York is still enjoying ease in the 
existence of large balances on the other side to the 
oredit of this market and the fact that London 
money rates are easier than at a recent date, both 
increase the likelihood of a gold movement in this 
direction. 

Following closely upon the excellent. cotton re- 
port of last week, the cotton market rose to new 
high level for the year for some of the new crop 
months. This seeming anomaly, so far as it was 


governed by other than speculative conditions, 
was explained by some authorities on the ground 
that the indications are that whatever will be the 
size of the crop harvested this year, there will be 
heavy demand for early receipts as a natural result 
of the. present position of the cotton trade, with 
special refernce to the situation abroad. 

Trading on the stock exchange was on a some- 
what smaller scale, though a few of the leading 
stocks maintained a position of considerable ac- 
tivity. The general price movement was irregular, 
and this was true not only df the direction of the 
movement, dut also of the size of exchanges re- 
corded at the close of the day.

James A. Quinn, who assumed office as city 
oll inspector on May 1, submitted yesterday 
to Mayor Harrison ¢vidence in support of his 
assertion that he will turn over 38890 000 an- 
nually to the city of Chicago from fees of 
his office. 

His first monthly report showed receipts 
of his office during May exceeded expenses 
by $3,008.88. Also, it stated that the in- 
spections during the month included 4,043 
more barrels than ever were inspected by 
the city before in one month. 

That's not bad for an ‘ undesirable citi- 
zen,’ is it? be asked while discussing the 
report. “It's the first time such a report 
ever was made and it indicates that the city’s 
revenues will be increased by $30,000 a year 
as I predicted immediately after my ap- 
pointment.’’

Whiting Pays Three Times Scheduled 
Valuation: Steel Largest Holder. 


Thorough inquiry into the valuations 
placed on propert y held by big corporate in- 
terests which control the greater part of the 
land in Lake county, Indiana, is scheduled to 
be undertaken by the state tax commission at 
Hammond, Ind., today. The investigation 
is the result of the purchase of sixteen acres

It was in 1002, she said, that she first got 
money from Foulkes. She had written ber 
uncle in Ames, Ia., for a loan, needing money 
te prosecute a suit against the street rail- 
way company. Uncle wrote back that he 
was droke, but his good friend, Foulkes, 
would advance the cash, he felt sure. And 
Foulkes did. Miss Miller identified numerous 
Grafts and letters of a business nature.
